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DETAILED ACTION 



Non-Final Rejection 



Claims 18-30 are pending examination. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicants submission* filed on 6/26/03 has been entered. 

The indicated allowability of claims 18 and 20-23 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Kronick et al., Journal of Biochemica and Biophysical Methods, Vol. 
12, 1986, pages 73-80. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 



The information disclosure statement filed 6/26/03 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 



Information Disclosure Statement 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 18 and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by (IDS, 
Kronick et al., Journal of Biochemica and Biophysical Methods, Vol. 12, 1986, pages 73-80). 
Kronick teaches a magnetite-dextran particle containing protein A with a specific antibody 
couple to the particle (pages 79-80). Protein A is covalently bound to the magnetite-dextran 
particles. The antibody is used to isolate L. pneumophilia from a mixture of L.pneumophlia and 
F. aquatlle. The particles were suspended in sterile water (page 76). 

Conclusion 

Claims 24-30 are in condition for allowance because the claims are free of the prior art of 

record. 

Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
